“These names were furnished the 
police department by a labor leader 
who has become tired of the recent 
labor outrages," said a prominent po­ 
lice official. 
“Several labor leaders 
will aid the police in rounding up the 
sluggers, and I believe that within a 
month Chicago will get rid of its pro­

Prom Other States. 


Indianapolis, 
May 
12.—State Fish 
and Game Commissioner George W. 
Miles went to Madison. Wis., today 
to begin a study of th** Wisconsin fish 
hatcheries, with a view to adopting 
Wisconsin methods af proposed hat cil­ 
eries in this state. 
Under the act of 
the recent general assem bly concern­ 
ing the powers of the fish and game 
commissioner. 
Miles 
must 
spend 
a 
minimum of one fourth of the total 
proceeds of his office for the propaga­ 
tion of fish and game in the state. 
Heretofore 
the 
commissioner 
has 
Hpent approximately $15,000 a year in 
the propagation of gam e birds, and ttie 
effort Is still in an experimental stage. 
Mr. Miles believes the state, with the 
exception of a few districts, is sufli 
ciently stocked with gam e birds to 
show whether or not the transplanting 
of species will he a success, and he 
believes tile birds should have time to 
show whether they will thrive in this 
climate before much more money is 
spent in that direction. 
Under the new law the department 
will have approximately $12,000 a year 
for fish and game bird propagation, 
and Mr. Miles proposes to spend near­ 
ly all the money for two or three 
years In hatching fish. 
That the pro­ 
ject can he carried on successfully has 
been proved by the 
Marion ('minty 
Fish and Game Protective association, 
which is maintaining, with the help of 
the state department, two bass hatch 
cries, where hundreds of thousands of 
bass have been batched and release I 
Iii White river and other streams. 
Following his trip ta W isconsin, Mr. 
Miles will v iMf the Michigan hatch­ 
eries, after which be will make a tour 
of the state to select sites for pro­ 
posed hatcheries.
